In the matter of a director for the departmen t, the 
commission hired a replacemen t for Mel Steen , on ly to 
discov er later that Steen did n ot in ten d to retire an d ap­ 
paren tly had the law on his side.

In on e 
matter after an other, the commission has 
demon strated that it lacks what it takes to do the kin d 
of job ex pected of it, h'ither the commission sy stem or 
the men who con stitu te it are prov in g to be n o a.sset in 
this importan t area of jn iblic life. 
h’rom the state lev el, on e can switch for a little con - 
trov 'crsy to the cou n ty lev el. It is there that we seem 
to hav e a dispu te abou t the pu rchase of v ote recorders, 
more common ly kn own as v otin g machin es. 
Co unty co mmissio ners a ppea r to be nnenthusia stic a bo ut 
the reco rders, due chiefly to the fa ct tha t their purcha se 
wo uld he a n a dditio na l ta x burden.

In the ca.se of recorders, the dev ices wou ld replace 
people who prev iou sly had cou n ted the v otes at election 
times. 
Cou n ty commission ers, bein g elected, shou ld n ot be in 
a position to main tain these cou n tin g board jobs. It smacks 
too mu ch of a spoils sy stem, whether that is an y part 
of cu rren t cou n ty reason in g or n ot. 
And the co unty is o n wea k gro und in a rguing fina nces. 
The reco rders wo uld co st in this budget a bo ut $25,000 mo re 
tha n wo uld be spent under the o ld co unting bo a rd sy stem. 
As the y ea rs go by a nd the co unty gro ws, the reco rders 
will be mo re a nd mo re o f a n efficiency , thus co ming clo ser 
In budget dema nds to the co unting bo a rd sy stem. 
An d on ce the recorders are paid for, they will requ ire 
less of a bu dg et ou tlay than the old cou n tin g board .sy stem. 
The cou n ty shou ld look to the fu tu re where the real efficien cy 
lies, to say n othin g of the g reater speed an d accu racy of the 
recorders. 
★ 
From the cou n ty lev el, we g o to the city where we 
see an other step taken in the dev elopmen t of the Gateway 
.shoppin g area. The City Cou n cil has approv ed a chan g e 
in zon in g to allow hig her den sity residen tial dev elopmen t, 
apartmen ts, on the n ow v acan t lan d alon g the n orth edg e 
of Gateway . 
The a ctio n is a pro per o ne but o nly in the light o f 
pa st mista kes. Ha v ing lo a ded Ga tewa y with mo re business 
zo ning tha n it sho uld ha v e, the city co uld ha rdly do a ny thing 
but a ppro v e the cha nge tha t ha s no w been ma de. 
Others in terested in mu ltiple-dwellin g dev elopmen ts pro­ 
tested the chan g e, n otin g that it wou ld con tribu te to an 
ex cess of su ch projects in the city . This may or may 
n ot be tru e bu t that is u su ally the produ ct of poor zon in g 
practices. In the lon g -ru n they alway s hu rt a city an d its 
residen ts.

recog n ize the ex isten ce of Israel an d to 
g u aran tee freedom of shippin g throu g h the 
Su ez Can al an d the Strait of Tiran in to the 
Gu lf of .Aqaba. All of these thin g s are 
recog n izable as matters that hav e been of 
g reat con cern to Israel an d the Arab states 
wou ld appear willin g to settle them on 
terms su itable to Israel 
So why do n ot the Middle East n ation s 
g et tog ether an d en d the con flicts that 
ex ist there? Simply en ou g h, becau se Israel 


does n ot feel con fiden t in comin g to terms 
with her n eig hbors. Israel feels that the 
ag reemen ts reached wou ld be hon ored on ly 
so lon g as it was con v en ien t for the Arab 
n ation s to hon or them. 
Stren g th to this position is g iv en by 
the fact that the Arab n ation s still refu se to 
n eg otiate directly with Israel bu t seek to 
u se the Un ited Nation s as an in termediary . 
The U.N., u n fortu n ately , has been u n able to 
keep the peace in the Middle East in the 
past an d leav es little basis on which to con ­ 
clu de that it cou ld do so in the fu tu re. 
Obv iou sly , Israel has n o faith in the U.N. 
an d this is why n o ag reemen t can be 
reached in the Middle East when it seems 
it wou ld be so easy . An d this does little for 
the cau se of peace in man y parts of the 
world where an tag on ists desperately n eed 
a third an d n eu tral force between them.

What Makes Packers Great 
When one thinks of professional footb all, he thinks 
Green Bay Packers. But they are more than professional 
footb all. 


They are the sy mbo l o f success to the y o ung fo o tball 
play er, to the business ex ecutiv e, to the labo rer. They 
are the ido l o f ev ery o ne, who dreams o f success. 


What .made the Packers was Vince Lomb ardi and 
the keys to his formula are contained in a current 
series 
b y 
Packer 
guard 
Jerry 
K ram er 
in 
Look 
Magazine. 
Kram er, in diary form, recalls aispeech b y Lomb ardi 
in which he toM his squad, “Wheh we don’t use our 
ab ility to tne fullest, we’re not only cheating ourselves 
and the Green Bay Packers, we’re cheating the Lord- 


“ There are three thing s that are impo rtant to ev ery 
man in this ro o m — his relig io n, his family and the 
Green Bay Packers, in that o rder.” 


K ram er concludes, “ Vince m eans just what he says, 
b ut sometimes I think he gets the order confused.” 
Quitting Habit- Forming 
K ram ei’s diary also reveals some other Lomb ardi 
philosophies, such as his ideas on quitting: 


“ If y o u quit no w, during these wo rko uts, y o u’ll, quit 
in the middle o f the seaso n, during a g ame. Once y o u 
learn to quit, it beco mes a habit. We do n’t want any o ne 
here who ’ll quit. We want 1 00 percent o ut o f ev ery 
indiv idual, and if y o u do n’t want to g iv e it, g et o ut. 
Get up and g et o ut, no w.” 


And there’s K ram er’s views on Lomb ardi as a 
healer- 
“ Coach Lomb ardi never takes second place when 
it comes to Oral Rob erts or any of the rest of the 
healers,” K ram er points out. “ He can just walk into 
a training room filled with injured players, and he’ll 
say, ‘What the hell’s wrong with you guys? There’s 
nob ody in here hurt.’ And the training room will clear 
immediately. And all the wounded will b e healed.” 
Or the perfection he demands from everyone, even 
his wife: 


“ Marie Lo mbardi jo ined us at a team dinner befo re 
o ne g ame last y ear, and the dessert was apple pie,” 
Kramer recalls. “ Marie asked the waiter if she co uld 
hav e a sco o p o f ice cream o n her pie, and befo re 
the waiter co uld answer, Vince jumped o ut if his seat 
and bello wed, ‘When y o u trav el with the team, and 
y o u eat with the team, y o u eat what the team eats.’ 


Then there’s w hat’s called Lomb ardi time: 
“ The team b us w-as supposed to leave the hotel 
for the stadium at 6:20, b ut almost everyb ody was on 
b oard b y 6 :0 5 ,” K ram er writes. “We operate on Lom­ 
b ardi time, which is ab out 15 minutes ahead of all 
other clocks. If you’re only 10 minutes ahead of schedule, 
you’re the last one there, and if you’re only five minutes 
ahead of schedule, you’re late.” 
No Room For Second Place 
Kram er tells of the following sermon b y Lomb ardi 
on second place: 


“ There is no ro o m fo r seco nd place here. There’s 
o nly o ne place here and that’s first place. I’v e finished 
seco nd twice in my time here, and I do n’t ev er want 
to finksh seco nd ag ain. There’s a seco nd-place bo wl g ame, 
and it’s a hinky -dinky fo o tball g ame, held in a hinky - 
dinky to wn, play ed by hinky -dinky fo o tball play ers. 
That’s all seco nd place is: Hinky -dinky .” 


That hinky-dinky town happens to b e Miami. 
But Vince also has compassion as evidenced b y 
his offer to K ram er in 19 64 when he nearly died b ecause 
of various ailments. 


“ He o ffered to pay my salary fo r 1 9 6 4 and 1 9 6 5 
ev en if I co uldn’t play and o ffered to pay all my ho spital 
bills,” Kramer ex plains. “ He really cares abo ut his 
play ers. 


They’p his children, and he nurses them when 
they’re sick, and scolds them when they’re b ad, and 
rew ards them when they’re good.” 
Vaguely Returns 
In Inaugural Race

The players, through attor­ 
ney Sam G a t e s of New 
York, accused the PGA of­ 
ficials of showing b ad faith 
and ex hib iting dilatory tac­ 
tics. 
“ The 
P G A 
represen­ 
tativ es bro ke their wo rd to 
their 
o wn 
lawy er,” 
said 
Gates, who presided at a 
hastily called 
press co n­ 
ference in the o ffices o f Nat 
Fields, a public relatio ns 
co unselo r. 
The result of the action 
is this: 


The tournament pros, who 
play for close to $6 million 
yearly, will set up their own 
independent organizat i o n 
and 
prob ab ly 
appoint 
a 


commissioner with 
n e a r 
czarist powers. 
“ This co mmissio ner — o r 
e x e c u t i v e 
d i r ecto r, 
whatev er y o u want to call 
him — must be a to ug h- 
minded 
man,” 
ex plained 
Gates. “ The to ur will be run 
like a big co rpo ratio n with 
a directo r answerable to a 
bo ard o f directo rs.” 
The PGA, which came 
into b eing on a shoe-string 
52 years ago and which 
b uilt the tour from a ham ­ 
b urger to a j e t - pl a n e 
operation, prob ab ly will try 
to continue with a tour of 
its own. 
“We will always have a 
tour,” 
said 
the 
P G A 
secretary, Leo Fraser of 
Atlantic City. 


Ho wev er, it a p p e a r e d 
unlikely that the PGA, at the 
present time at least, wo uld 
be able to ho ld the spo nso rs, 
who set up the $1 00,000 to 
$2 00,000 ev ents, o r the big 
telev isio n mo ney , w h i c h 
likely will g o where the big 
names are. 
The b ig names apparently 
are slated to join the player 
revolt.
